The case of George "Bugs'* Moran,*^ 
erstwhile gang leader, who Is being- • 
tried In -Wankegan^n JndKe Person'ar^ 
court on vagrancy charges, went to 
the Jurj' at 2:15 o'clock today. 

For two, days Moran had to listen to 
Chicago's police officials recount his" 
criminal career dating back to 1910 
before a Jur>' and Judge Persons. 

As State's Attorney A. V. Smith 
and hla assistant. Sidney H. Block, 
questioned the witnesses, Richard I. 
Gavin and former Circuit Judge Clair 
C. Edwards, objected to almost all 
questions asked. Moran's record 
shows several arrests In Chicago and 
Bloomlngton on charges of larceny, 
burglary and robbery. Including the 
theft of a horse and buggy In 1&12, 

One of the witnessed for tlie state 
was George Strled, chief Investigator 
for Colonel Smith and the squad ot 
private rietectlvea who arrested Moran 
two different times at Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cassldy's place at Bluff Lake, on Oc- 
tober 21 and October 26. 1930, on war- 
rants charging Moraa with vagrancy. 

Since the St Valentine's Day mas- 
sacre at the garage at 2122 North 
Clark street, Chicago, in which Mor- 
an'a most loyal henchmen and com- 
panions. Including Frank Guzenberg 
end John Clark were killed, Moran 
has been on the straight and narrow 
path. It will be shown. 

His lawyers sought to prove that 
Moran, slnco forsaking his past activ- 
ities for which he spout many days in 
Jail on charges of robberj', larceny 
and burglary, he has boon vice-presi- 
dent of the Central Cleaners & Dyors 
of Chicago, a $300,000 corporation, of 
which Moran owns $100.00i> worth of 
stock and has an annual Income of 
about $25,000. 

Authorities, however, ara skeptical 
of the business aspect of the career 
of Moran, and today federal mon wero 
directing an Inquiry Into the Income 
tax angle of tho case. If "Bugs" la 
really la a legitimate business with 
an annual Income o( $5,000 a yoar, It 
may bo he owes Uncle Sam an Income 
tax.
